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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Akagiri et 
al. (US Patent No. 5,873,065). 

Regarding claim 1 , Akagiri et al. (hereinafter, "Akagiri") discloses a multichannel 
sound signal compressor, which performs coupling between sound signals of at least 
two of the channels (col. 4-lines 25-33). Akagiri further discloses psychoacoustic 
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characteristics of the human sense of hearing are taken into account wherein the 
spectral coefficients divided by frequency into bands, preferably critical bands or sub- 
bands (col. 12-lines 13-22). Akagiri further discloses the critical band is a frequency 
band produced by a frequency division system that takes account characteristics of the 
human sense of hearing and that the band is a band of noise, which can be masked by, 
and sound having the same intensity of the band of noise (col. 12-lines 35-42) which 
reads on the claimed invention. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to denoise a stereo signal through channel separation based on frequency 
division of bands via psychoacoustic characteristics, which are well known in the art for 
an effective noise reduction system. 



4. Claim 15 is allowed. 

5. Claims 2-14 and 16-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Herre et al. (US Patent No. 5,812,672) discloses method for reducing data in the 
transmission and/or storage of digital signals of several dependent channels.
